A throng of Cronin backers had 
gathered at the Andover Country 
Club Tuesday night to watch the 
results rolling in and were 
pleased as the night wore on and 
the results began to show what 
Cronin polls had been indicating, 
namely victory, 

Joined by his wife, Cathy, and 
children, the new congressman 
looked out over the gathering 
about 1:30 a.m, and eased their 
anxieties with the comment that 
all indications pointed to vic= 
tory, At that point, he had built 
a 5,000 vote plurality, 

A short time later, Kerry, ad= 
dressing his supporters at the 


Rolling Green Motor Inn a short 
distance away, conceded the vice 
tory to Cronin, 

Entering the Country Club with 
Cronin about 1 a.m, was Roger 
Durkin, Independent candidate for 
Congress who announced his 
yg rawal from the raceonFri« 

ay. 

Cronin expressed appreciation 
to the Lowell Independent for his 
support which was pledged at the 
same that Durkin announced his 
withdrawal, 

The Andover Republican, who 
was administrative assistant to 
Cong, F. Bradford Morse, took 
time out of his Wednesday tour 
of appreciation, to stop in to the 
TOWNSMAN office and express 
his pleasure for the home town 
support, 

“‘We were very pleased with 
our Andover showing, It is 
gratifying to have the home town 
people turn out in such numbers 
to lend their support to our 
efforts,’® Cronin said, 

**The victory was particularly 
gratifying to our workers, many 
of whom started out with us in 
Andover and have stayed with us 
throughout,’® Cronin noted re« 
flecting on his career as An= 
dover selectman, the youngest in 


the state, and then state repre- 
sentative, 

“With the money and the 
arithmetic we had to fight, the 
eventual 18,000 win was parti- 
cularly good and rewarding for 
all these devoted workers,”’ the 
congressman-elect stated, 

As for his overall Wednesday 
schedule, there was no time for 
a well-earned rest, 

After the 5:45 a.m, trip to 
Raytheon, he was off to the shops 
and mills in the Greater Law= 
rence and Greater Lowell areas, 
Both cities, keys to the Fifth 
Congressional District race, 
supported the Cronin campaign, 

As for his new duties, they 
won't begin officially until Jan,

Solidly behind the Nixon- Agnew 
ticket for re-election, Andover 
voters gave a wide plurality to 
Cronin in his bid for the Fifth 
Congressional District race 
against Democrat John F, Kerry, 
8,179 to 3,721, 

The voters on a loca] issue, 
also gave complete endorsement 
to the request of the Andover 
Firefighters for a 42-hour work 
week, placing them in line with

The vote on the question was 
8,415 to 3,140 and approval had

race,

by Atty, Thomas J, Burke in 
the district.

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Young Crowd At K erry Camp 


It was a young crowd at the 
Kerry Headquarters in the Sher= 
aton Rolling Green on Election 
night, New and future voters 
easily outnumbered the over- 
thirty Kerry supporters, It was 
also a beer or gingerale crowd, 
generally, not a Scotch and soda 
gathering, 

The older campaign workers 
sat at tables, while the younger 
more transient set, collected in 
clumps and diffused again, 
watched TV results or even 
danced a little to the brassy 
throb of the orchestra in the 
corner, which competed with the 
media, 

There were Methuen matrons, 
Lowell or Lawrence couples who 
had leafleted for Kerry, a Cam= 
bridge young woman who had 
worked for him in Lexington and 
Boxboro, Andover peaceworkers, 
a few Vietnam Veterans Against 
the War in blue jeans and leath= 
er jackets and a large seemingly 
undifferentiated mass of students 
from all over the district, 

What seemed missing, perhaps - 
most tellingly, were the old pols 
-- the experienced pros whose 
organizational experience spans 
more thanone candidate and more 
than one issue, At any rate, the 
coalition of John Kerry's loyal 
Supporters never had the unifying 
coalescing experience of jubilant 
excitement Tuesday night, 

The tempo quickened at 11 
p.m, into a flurry of excitement 
with the announcement that Kerry 
was ahead, But the crowd's 
spirits were dampened, soon af= 
ter, by McGovern’s concession 
of defeat, ‘‘I haven't had a good 
election since 1960,°* the Cam= 
bridge woman muttered, **Thope 
John makes it,** 

The news by midnight that 
Kerry had lost Andover by 4,000

The candidate acknowledged at 
1:20 a.m, that his opponent was 
ahead by 2,500 to 3,000, At

political rally, shouted thickly 
with unconscious irony ‘God 
Bless John Kerry! He*’s gonna 
win!’® The candidate went on to 
thank ‘those people who have to’ 
work tomorrow and feel they can’t 
Stay any longer.’* His brother 
Cameron Kerry’s eyes seemed 
shiny, 

The tension went out of the 
night after that. Young people 
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turned to dancing in earnest and 
some of the crowd left to go 
home, 

Kerry’s appearance was the 
prelude to his public concession 
a half an hour later on the same 
platform, At 1:55 a,m, he calmly 
told his followers that he had lost 
to what he was running against, 
“The fear and tactics 1 was 
running against were used against 
me,”” He urged his followers to 
keep on fighting, Starting the next 
day, Many of his supporters were 
crying as John Kerry walked

The world largely consists of 
hills and mountains but the resi- 
dents of the flat prairies of North 
Dakota cannot believe that, 

So, as we traveled over land 
as level as a billiard table be- 
tween Fargo and Bismarck - 
marvelling at this strange and 
wonderful landscape - any native 
we met urged us to speed on to= 
ward the Badlands and/or Black 
Hills, Or, told us of slight de- 
pressions in North Dakota where 
a few trees which would not ime 
press New Englanders struggle to 
exist. Thus, wherever the un- 
common is commonplace, the 
common becomes marvelous, 

We were looking for the famed 
**duck factories’® of the prairies, 
These are potholes, Depressions 
where a couple acres seem to 
have collapsed from the earth’s 
crust and the hole filled with 
water, 

Near Bismarck the U. S, 
Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife has erected a sign ad= 
vising transients of a ‘‘three= 
minute nature walk’? which fea- 
tures a pothole, We needed a half= 
hour to see a fraction of the pot- 
holes’ wildlife, 

On the water surface were 30 
ruddy ducks - tiny ducks with stiff 
fanned tails like turkeys - which 
seemed at home, In 25 years in 
New England we have not seen 
so many ruddy ducks in total, A 
flock of 18 pied-billed grebes was 
more than could be expected any= 
where in New England, 

Mixed among the hundreds of 
mallards - the predominant spe= 
cies in the region where New 
England’s common black duck is a 
rarity - were many pintails, 
canvasbacks, redheads and 
shovelers, 

The flatlands squirrels are 
ground squirrels, They occasion= 
ally scurry across back roads 
much as chipmunks, but tend to 
carry their tails laid forward 
above the spine, rather than stuck 
up as an exclamation mark, But 
as soon as we arrived at the 
banks of the Missouri River in 
Bismarck, where trees form a 
barrier between grasslands and 
water, we saw a husky fox squire 
rel - almost a symbolof nature’s 
abhorrence of vacuums, 

It always amazes that the com= 
mon hawk of high desert or great 

grasslands is the bird we call the 
anal hawk and in the East sae 
sociate with open wetlands, In 

autumn onthe grasslands one may 

expect to see a marsh hawk 

hovering over a newly-plowed 
field where mechanical corn- 
pickers have sheared vegetation 
at earth level, 

Now that frost has nipped the 
Far North, the prairies become 
a land of passage for Franklin’s 
gulls. The idea of gulls ranging 
over open land, far from water, 

seems strange to coastal resi- 
dents, About the time we became 
convinced that Franklin’s gulls

remain divorced from water and 
migrate only in small flocks of 
25 to 75 birds, some 4,000 to 
5,000 Franklins rose from the 
Missouri River at Ft, Randall, 
South Dakota, Many of these gulls, 
which were migrating toward 
Central America, still wore black 
feathers on their heads, They-re= 
mind one of laughing gulls but 
seem even more buoyant, 

From Mandan, N. D,, to St, 
Joseph, Mo,, one may follow 
the Missouri River rather closely 
by road. Sometimes keeping close 
to the river requires driving on 
gravel, As remarkable as any= 
thing in the Dakotas are the hills 
along the river, They are 
the conical hills whose tops have 
been chopped off, the hills which 
Catlin painted so well as backe 
grounds for Mandan Indians, The 
grasses on the hills changecolor 
in autumn, as though the hills 
themselves were tinted by a 
master brush,

Editorial Comment 


OT ETE 


The town of Andover is once again threatened with 
another administrative municipal position. 


The selectmen this week, approved the setting up of job 
specifications for an assistant town manager, a position we 
have traditionally emphasized the question of need. 


Unlike the requests for a similar position during the past 
decade, the assistant administrator post is now offered for 
public consideration by the selectmen. 

During the tenure of Andover’s three town managers 
since 1958, the subject of an assistant has arisen. It has 
been proposed almost annually by the manager himself. 

This year, the proposal will be submitted by the select- 
men, who, according to the proposal by Selectman Alan 
F. French, will meet with the finance committee to dis- 
play the need for such a position. 

Selectman French informed his colleagues Monday 
night that during his campaign, he promised to recom- 
mend to the town the expenditure of funds, despite the 
times, if he felt the need was warranted and subsequent 
savings could result. 

We admire his efforts at keeping his campaign pledges, 
but doubt his observations of need. 

We believe our position on the creation of another ad- 
ministrative post for the town is well known. 

We think, actually, the time is ripe for a closer scrutiny 


The Charter 


A change in the town manager charter adopted in 1958, 
has been requested to accommodate new financial regula- 
tions of the town due to adoption of the 18-month budget. 

Town. Manager J. Maynard Austin has requested the 


selectmen to consider the change in the bylaw which re- - 


quires a financial accounting and prospective budget to be 
submitted by Dec. 1. 
The change is required since the town will henceforth 


be on a fiscal year budget procedure which will be in line 
with federal and state budgetary procedures. 

It has also been suggested that while the charter is open 
for this consideration, other changes could be considered. 

Any additional changes, other than the submission of 
the budget by Dec. 1, seems unnecessary. 

A charter study committee was formed several years 
ago. 
Their study actually proved to be a well-cloaked witch 
hunt. 

Under the guise of studying the charter, the committee 
came up with several recommendations, none of which 
were put into action, but the manager at the time did not 
have his contract renewed. 

We would be averse to such tactics in the future, or any 
similar action in any charter review. 

There is a possibility of some charter changes being 
necessary. 

But any activity similar to that undertaken in 1963 by 
a so-called charter study committee should be nipped in 
the bud. 

Examination of the town’s system of municipal opera- 
tion can best be served by the selectmen reviewing the 
manner in which the town manager operation has gone 
since its inception in 1958. 


Drainage 


In March, the annual town meeting appropriated 
$100,000 for drainage improvement projects in various 
parts of the town. 

As of this week, two portions of the three-phase pro- 
ject are nearly complete and the third in the construction 
stage. 

The money is well-spent. 

Unfortunately, as the voters were warned in March, it is 
but a start on an overall problem throughout the town. 

There are already commitments to 1973 projects, and 
before the annual town meeting rolls around again, the 
voters will again have a plan before them to correct addi- 
tional drainage problems. 

While the plan is costly and time consuming in its 
execution, the new drains are following a master plan and 
constantly chipping away at a difficult problem. 

With the experience of 1972 showing that the problem 
is well on the way to correction, we can anticipate the 
annual expense as being money well spent. 


The Assistant 


of the overall administrative structure of the town, inclu- 
sive of the school department. 
Andover seems to be dangerously close to a community 


of paid specialists, a luxury sort of municipal administra- ' 


tion. 

Some of the positions now included in the town’s opera- 
tions are financed by federal funds through the Emergency 
Employment Act. 

Inherent in the two-year provisions of the appointments 
is the danger that they will become permanent town ad- 
ministrative posts, for which the town will assume the 
financial obligations when the federal funds expire. 

With the administrative assistance now available to the 
manager it seems unlikely that further aid should be 
needed. 

The same is true in the school department where we 
now are on the threshold of multiple assistants at the ad- 
ministrative level at a cost bordering $80,000 or more. 

More appropriate than the examination of the need and 
creation of an assistant town manager at this time, would 
seem to be a thorough study by some local expertise to 
determine if, in fact, Andover is a little administratively 


top heavy. 


To make our point in what we hope is inoffensive, 
might we suggest we check the proportion of chiefs to

Is Our Water Supply Being 
Endangered? 

The recent report made in the 
North Andover Townsman as to 
the ‘‘bountiful supply of clean 
water” is most comforting how=

Effective October 16, 1972 the 
State Department of Conservation 
has relinquished jurisdiction of 
wetlands to the local conserva= 
tion commission, Chapter 131, 
section 40, Any person filling 
in wetlands or diverting streams 
must first apply for a permit 
which if issued must be dis= 
played prominently on the land 
site, Any person failing to do this 
is punishable by a fine or imprise 
onment, 

Let us be alert to any in= 
fringement on the shores of our 
water supply and keep our drink= 
ing water ‘bountiful and clean,”

““There’s all sorts of legisla- 
tion to increase corporate pro= 
fits,*® the lawmaker says, ‘‘but 
that’s not what we’re after, We’re 
asking employers in this’ state to 
consider what can be donetopro= 
duce new jobs.** 


One survey indicates that only 
three of the state’s 25 largest 
companies have expansion plans, 
Given normal economic growth, 
however, 191,000 new jobs will 
be created in the next year. 

A possible subject for legisla= 
tive consideration, Rep, Hatch 
Suggests, is tightening present 
unemployment compensation 
rules under which people don’t 
have to take jobs not exactly re= 


lated to their training, 

**Maybe after 90 days or so of 
getting unemployment compensa= 
tion,’® Rep, Hatch says, ‘*‘people 
should be made to take something 
near, but not exactly, what they’ve 
been trained as."* 

Another suggestion, made by 
Boston employers, is to review 
wages set by construction con= 
tracts to encourage minority 
group hiring, Right now, some 
contractors complain, the pay 
scales make it difficult toemploy 
less skilled workers, 

The minority leader, who con= 
ducted the hearings with seven 
other members of the Commerce 
and Labor, Taxation and Banks 
and Banking Committees, is con= 
cerned that the Massachusetts 
economy isn’t recovering despite 
what he terms an ‘‘upward 
national trend,** 

After he receives all the sug- 
gestions of Massachusetts busi« 
nessmen, Rep, Hatch and his 
colleagues will try to work out 
legislation to create more jobs. 

A political climate in which 
state government ‘‘encourages”® 
job expansion and growth willgive 
this state a competitive edge over 
its neighbors, he believes. 

And he’s convinced that state 
government, not aid from Washe= 
ington, can make the difference 
between ‘ta healthy and a 
floundering economy,”*

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Volunteers Aid North Andover Schools

The North Andover Schools 
have been using the community’s 
talents and volunteer work to 
great benefit for the teachers, the 
children andthe volunteers them= 
selves, Although aspects of the 
volunteer program have existed 
for four years, it was two years 
ago that the program was really 
launched, Now about 55 women 
give their time weekly during the 
school year to help in a variety 
of ways, 

There are many areas inwhich 
volunteers are used, There are 
library aids, audio-visual aids 
and teacher aids, The work may 
be for a morning or an afternoon 
- or all day. 

The volunteers are full of en- 
thusiasm and interest in thepro= 
gram, All of them mention the 
need for help and all expressed 
admiration for the teachers they 
work with, They feel that the 
weekly commitment does not take 
too much of their time but fs 
sufficient to broaden the house= 
wife’s world, Furthermore, the 
work deals with a major interest 
to them - their children’s educa= 
tion, Another boon is that this 
volunteer work does not involve 
meetings or traveling any dis= 
tance, When their children are at 
home for a vacation, so are the 
volunteers, The work does not 
require special skills or acollege 
degree, Classroom aids do not 
teach but help the teacher, 

A sample of volunteer aids 
include Mrs. Henry Donovan, 
Mrs, Charles Salisbury and Mrs, 
Andrew Rossi, 


Mrs, Donovan has been a volune 
teer aid for four years, working 
one afternoon a week with a Spee 
cial Children Class, She does art 
work projects with the children, 
‘‘Both the teacher and the 
children need someone there, I 
love doing it and it gives me a 
chance to know the school,” 
During projects such as making 
papier mache piggy banks, ‘‘the 
children really have a good time 


and I get to know them’, said ~ 


Mrs, Donovan, 

Mrs. Salisbury has pare 
ticipated in the program for two 
years, She works three days a 
week for an hour or so each day 
with children with learning proe 
blems, ‘‘I really enjoy it,’® she 
said, “I particularly like my work 
because it is on a one-to-one 
basis with the children,** Her job 
is to reinforce the skills the 
children learn in the classroom, 
**You get a different insight in 
what your child’s day is like,** 
she continued, ‘*The program (to 
help children with learning pro- 
blems) is great, it is fantastic, 
And they need all the help they 
can get,”° 

Mrs, Rossi, too, has worked 
for two years for one full day a 
week, ‘*This is something I want 
to do, I'm helping my children by 
helping the school, And how much 
they need extra help!’* Mrs. Rossi 
is a teachers’ aid for the third 
grade, She began to work as a 
volunteer because her daughter, 
a student in the school, was en= 
thusiastic about the program and 
urged her mother to participate 
in it, ‘*I enjoy it very much,** said 
Mrs, Rossi, **And how hard those 
teachers work! Every one should 
see the time and devotion every 
teacher spends during the school 
day.” 

“I volunteered for library 
work,*® said one woman, ‘*I don’t 
have a college degree but I like 
books and I have children at the 
school, It has been a wonderful 
experience, I’ve gotten to know

Muste “To

Styles of Production may be 
defined as the kind of treatment 
given a production, Most plays 
may be produced in various ways, 
depending upon the point of view 
of the director or the particplar 
mood or message he desires to 
stress, In some plays, the style 
is determined by the playwright, 
It is not so much that the play- 
wright tells the director how to 
produce the play, but rather the 
fact that the play is written in 
a manner which demands a 
particular mode of presentation 
or production, 

The treatment to be given a 
play is a decision that lies withe 
in the director’s province, During 
his analysis of the script, he 
must determine the playwright’s 
purpose and how it may best 
be communicated to the audience, 
The director is, first of all, an 
interperting agent, The produc- 
tion is certainly a creative en- 
deavor, but the production should 
give power to the playwright’s 
message, The director who 
selects the style of production 
because he desires to experi- 
ment, rather than because he 
sincerely believes that it will 
strengthen the meaning of the 
play, does both the playwright 
and the audience a disservice, 

Though there are infinite 
variations, two basic styles of 
dramatic production are readily

The economic problems. of the

dover college, 

With the decline of the 
engineering industry reflected in 
college enrollments, the Merri- 
mack president announced a plan 
to continue engineering offerings 
at Merrimack, At the same 
time, Fr, Aherne issued the fole 
lowing pointed statement to the 
public press on the subject: 

The Board of Trustees of Mer- 
rimack College at its recent 
meeting gave long and careful 
consideration to the question of 
the feasibility of continuing to 
provide a program in electrical 
engineering, The Board weighed 
the experience which the college 
has had for the past three years 
and projected the probable situa 
tion in electrical engineering for 
the foreseeable future, It was the 
decision of the Board that Civil 
and Electrical Engineering be 
combined in a single Department 
of Engineering which offer op 
tions in civil and electrical en- 
gineering, 

Commenting on the move which 
was made reluctantly, President 
Aherne said: ‘The decision we 
were obliged to make on grounds 
of economics has been a painful 
one, It is a by-product of the 
insensitivity of society -- more 
especially of government -- to the 
real needs of the economy, It is 
disappointing too that not 
sufficient parents and students 
realize that the engineering pro= 
grams at Merrimack College are’ 
among the best in the country,”*

School Renovation 


Plans Under Study 


Formal approval of pree 
liminary plans for the joint 
Doherty - Shawsheen renovation 
project {s expected by the school 
committee and building com= 
mittee, at separate meetings last 
night and tonight, 

The expected approval follows 
an informational meeting last 
Thursday where the building 
committee presented the plans 
developed by Architect Kenneth 
Dinisco, of the Boston firm of 
Johnson, Hotvedt and Associates, 
to both the Finance Committee 
and the school committee, 

At Thursday’s meeting, the 
architect was praised for 
fulfilling the educational spec= 
ifications unusually well, but a 
letter was read from Dr, Frank 
Griggs, the one school come 
mitteeman who did not attend, 
which protested the cost of reno= 
vations of Doherty School, though 
not the cost of Shawsheen, 

Cost estimates will not be 
firm until the building commite 
tee meets tonight to decide which 
items are to be included in the 
plans, but the construction figure 
is reportedly in the general 
vicinity of $800,000, School 
Superintendent Dr, Seifert pre- 
dicted as early as last spring 
that the construction cost might 
be $800,000, with $200,060 for 
equipment, but the figures of 
$600,000, as ten times the cost 
of preliminary plans, and $200, 
000, were lower school commite 
tee estimates, In September, the 
Superintendent and building 
chairman note, new school elec- 
trical codes were enacted, which 
require more electrical work 
than was anticipated earlier, 


A big plus, Seifert notes, is 
extra learning space beyond the 
educational specifications that 
the architect*’s design has 
**found’®® in each school, Seifert 
Says an arts and crafts room 
has emerged~in Doherty plans,

beyond the square footage thought 
possible, and the plans provide 
for separation of cafeteria and 
gymnasium, so that physicaledue 
cation can go on in the gym each

The most important factor, 
Seifert says, is that Andover at 
this time gets 65 percent back 
from the state on both principal 
and interest, of money spent on 
school building, so that each 
$100,000 appropriated for school 
construction or equipment on a 
building project costs the taxe 
payers only $35,000, 

Building Committee Chairman 
Ralph Crossan notes that last 
Thursday’s meeting was in= 
formational, and said that the 
first definitive work on costs 
will come only after the building 
committee meets tonight to settle 
on items to be included in the 
project, and formally approve 
the plan, 

Crossan confined himself to 
noting that the building commit= 
tee unanimously views the 
Doherty-Shawsheen renovations 
as a joint project, as voted by 
the school committee and the 
town, and to praising Architect 
Kenneth Dinisco,
